Czechoslovakia. 
Tho British primo minister ar­ 
rived at the Hotel Dresden, the 
reichsfuehrer’s headquarters, at 4 
p. rn. (IO a. rn., eastern standard 
time), and was received at the en­ 
trance by Hitler himself. 
Together the two statesmen, fol­ 
lowed by their suites, proceeded to 
the conference room on the second 
floor and the fateful conference, on 
which the fate of at least one Eu­ 
ropean state depends, 
began 
at 
once. 
Drum Corps Beats Salute

ed tho conference scene after a 
20-minute ferry 
trip 
across the

W e feel much more kindly toward the English peo­ 
ple since rending this news. W e did not realize that 
they are a people of such keen appreciation of the 
better things in life. W e know that they went in for 
rare roast beef. old abbeys, fog. ale. plum pudding, 
colonies and a curious accent, but little did we think 
that ’neath their national phlegm lies a beautiful 
sense of the artistic. 
A nation that shows a disposition to place the her­ 
ring in convenient reac'h of all its citizens cannot be 
anvilling but fundamentally sound.

couple of jarring notes. For Instance, there is that 
pose heel herring It almost got us in serious trouble 
with the chef at Lindy'* restaurant, one of the fam ­ 
ous herring haunts of the Broadway region. 
W e had never heard of poached herring and we 
thought it must be something new, so we casually 
ordered one of the waiter the other night, W e re­ 
membered afterwards that he gave us a piercing 
glance as he inquired: 
"Didn’t you say poached herring?" 
W e said that Is what we said, all right. 
"H erring yon said—not eggs?'' he persisted. 
‘‘Herring,’’ we repeated. “ Poached herring'. 
Thp waiter departed, muttering under his breath 
and was gone quite a while and when he returned 
the chef was with him and the chef had his hands 
under his apron and we thought we detected the out­ 
lines of a cutlass. 
"This man.” said the chef. glaring accusingly at 
the waiter, "says you want me to poach a herring.” 
“ That s right,” we said. "Poach it.” 
The chef eyed us in silence, his hands twitching 
under his apron and then he said. 
"Herrings are Bismarck. Herrings are marinierte. 
Sometimes herrings are matjes or tomato. Sometimes 
they are my special. 
That's with mustard sauce. 
Never are herrings poached. Kindly leave before I 
lose my temper.”

W e must say these items tend to stifle n u r^ ^ 
new admiration of the English to some extent 
W e know about the kippered herring, of course. 
Kippering means to split and dry the herring. W hat 
you do with a kippered herring is to broil it for 
breakfast and eat with eggs and we esteem it a 
great delicacy, especially with a bit of nice spiced 
herring for dessert 
That prevents the broiling of 
the kipper from destroying that luscious herring 
taste so essential to the enjoyment of herring. 
The United States of America is not one of the 
big herring eating nations of the world. Indeed, 
In some sections of this country the herring is com­ 
paratively unknown.
